LONDON 
Red China’s Pre­ 
mier Chou En-lai said today he 
will receive U.N. Secretary Gen­ 
eral Dag Hammarsk jö ld in Peiping 
—but left in doubt just how far he 
will go in discussing the 11 im­ 
prisoned American airmen. 
Chou sent two communications 
to the United Nations. One de­ 
nounced again the U.N. resolution 
of Dec. -0 which instructed Ham­ 
marsk jö ld to seek release of the 
imprisoned airmen. The other con­ 
tained 
acceptance 
of 
Hammar- 
sk jold’s proposal for a 
meeting 
with Chou. 
The second communication, as 
broadcast from Peiping, said: 
Regarding the US spies mention­ 
ed in vour cable, our position has 
been set forth in my cable ad­ 
dressed to you. 
“ In the interests of peace and 
relaxation of international tension, 
I am prepared to receive you in 
our capital Peiping to discuss with 
you pertinent questions.” 
This seemed to say Red (2hina 
had settled the case of the fliers, 
but was ready to talk about other 
things. These latter might include 
the question of seating Red China 
in the United Nations—a question 
the U.N. General Assembly at its 
opening session this year decided 
to shelve for the rem ainder of the 
year. 
Red China stands as a convicted 
aggressor before the U.N., because 
of its action in the Korean 
ar, 
and also stands condemned for its 
action in holding the .American 
fliers. Nevertheless, Hammarsk jö ld 
was instructed by the General As­ 
sembly to see what he could do 
about releasing the Americans, and 
he decided to mak e a trip to Pei­ 
ping if Red China would invite him. 
He now has the invitation. There 
is some doubt whether he w o^d 
be willing to discuss with Peiping 
any questions not covered in his 
ori-inal request— ihat is. the .'ller’s 
case. But obviously if he goes to 
Peiping, as he undoubtedly will, 
he would accept any communica­ 
tions the Red China regime desired 
to send to the United Nations, 
At United Nations headquarters 
in New York , a spok esman said no 
message had been received from 
Peiping but in the light of past 
experience it could be exi>ected 
later today. 
As heard here, the broadcast 
said Chou cabled the U.N. secre­ 
tary general to “please decide for 
yourself the date of your visit. 
The spok esman at the U.N. said 
until Chou’s cable was in hand 
there could be no announcement 
of Hamm arsk jold’s plans. 
It was exoected, however, that 
he would go ahead with previous 
plans to fly to Sweden tonight for 
the w’eek end and, after returning 
here briefly next week , would fly 
on to Peiping.

New Bo mb Shelter Fo r Ike 


A Balanced Budget 


By Drew Pearso n 
WASHINGTON—Civil Defense has now^ de­ 
cided the President’s air-raid shelter, built for 
FDR during World W ar II, is not completely 
safe. It is no secret to any one that this is buried 
on the White House grounds; so it’s feared that 
a direct H-bomb hit would scoop the vaultlike 
shelter right out of the earth. 
As a result. President Eisenhow’er has been 
assigned a seci%t, out-of-town cave, where he 
will be whisked, along with his top aides and 
cabinet officers, in case of an air raid. 
This 
gigantic, bombproof cave is equipped with tons 
of supplies and rations, special electronics and 
radio gear, air filters and w ater purifiers — 
every thing necessary to run the nation from 
an emergency headquarters. 
The President’s exodus from Washington, o 
course, depends on adequate warning. The Air 
Force hopes our radar screen in northern Can­ 
ada will give W ashington four hours’ notice of 
an enemy attack. If the warning is too short, 
Ike will have to take his chances m the White 
House shelter. 
This is a small, compact, subterranean shel- 
ler, encased in four feet of solid concrete, re­ 
inforced with steel. It is equipped with its own 
heating sy stem, power plant, communications 
network and w ater supply —all independent of 
the city overhead. 
Chief problem is that the White House shelter 
will accommodate only 20 to 25 persons. No list 
has y et been draw n up as to who in the W hite 
Hou¡e would go with the President and who 
would have to take their chances with the out­ 
side populace.

Civil Defense has held several practice 
dry 
runs” to determ ine how long it would take to 
evacuate the President and his cabinet to their 
secret hideaway , together with 3.000 other top 
officials to scattered relocation centers. 
During oi e rehearsal, it was discovered that 
a ma'i+er file containing essential data was stiU 
back in Washington.

copies were made of all im portant working files 
and stored in the emergency headquarter.

A balanced federal budget is an objective 
any purposeful government should be eager to 
proclaim, and to pursue with energy . But, m 
this age of i>eril, even at best the goal is ex­ 
trem ely difficult to achieve. 
The Eisenho wer adm inistration set this aim 
from the start, but it has not y et 
been able 
to attain it. In the President’s first y ear, the 
budget showed a $3 billion deficit. In the cur­ 
rent fiscal y ear, prospects are for a deficit close 
to $4.7 billion. 
And now Secretary of the Treasury Humphrey 
say s there is no hope of bringing income and 
outgo into balance for the y ear which will 
begin nev’t July 1. He doubts that the govern­ 
ment can do more than hold the deficit some­ 
where below $3 billion. 
This performance, measured 
against 
GOP 
campaign promises of 19 52, perhaps will give 
the Democrats something to taunt their oppo­ 
nents with. Nevertheless, the achievement is 
cK)nsiderable w^hen placed beside the last com­ 
plete budget of the Truman regime, w'hich 
show’ed a deficit of $9 .5 billion. 
Defense and foreign aid spending, as alway s, 
form the hard nut that not even the mo.st am ­ 
bitious budget-balancer can crack. It is a ques­ 
tion ho w much more these outlay s could be re­ 
duced without gravely impairing the national 
security . 
Indeed, some pretty pow^erful arguments are 
advanced for spending bigger sums than we do 
in this field. Asia is in pressing need of eco­ 
nomic help. In the m ilitary sphere, Russia is 
believed w'ell on the w^ay to having enough 
nuclear w^eapons and bombers to deliver crush­ 
ing blows against the United States. 
Iro n ica lly , some of the Democrats w’ho w ill be 
chiding the GOP on its budget-balancing prom­ 
ises are strongly convinced we .should now^ be 
spending more. 
But this is certainly not the vital point 
w hether the adm inistration’s critics are con­ 
sistent or not. W hat would seem to be im portant 
is that we do not ever make a balanced budget 
some sort of magic goal in itself. 
We are in a tense struggle for survival. It is 
the first business of this or any other admini­ 
stration to do all possible to assime our survival. 
To put a fixed price on the etffort we will 
make—to say we will spend no more than a 
stated sum—is to try for a sort of bargain- 
counter freedom. 
Of course we do not wdsh to be bled white 
in this contest. But neither do we want to be 
caught in the counting house, squinting at a 
balance .sheet, while free nations fall to com­ 
munism and Russia stands poised with enough 
deliverable atomic might to .smash liberty in its 
strongest bastion—the United States.

Sno ring Bo thers All But Sno rer

Although they usually do not say so, some 
correspondents are evidently driven to dis­ 
traction by snoring—never their own! 
Q—Please say something about snoring. Is it 
caused by a gi'owth of some .sort?—Mrs. B. 
A—Generally speaking, snoring is the result of 
sounds made by vibrations in the soft parts at 
the back of the throat. When a person sleeps 
the muscles in these areas may become so com­ 
pletely relaxed that the passage of air in and 
out of the lungs causes them to vibrate. How­ 
ever, obstructions in the nose of various causes, 
including enlarged adenoids, deflections of the 
nasal septum, poi>T)s. and tum ors may all lead 
to, or exaggerate the sounds of snoring. It is 
said that excessive smoking, obesity and irri­ 
tations of the throat may influence snoring. 
If a phy sical cause can be discovered and 
corrected the snoring may depart or at least the 
noise from it lessened. Since many people snore 
only w'hen ly ing on their backs, a change in 
position of the head may be helpful. One sug­ 
gestion has been made that a strip of adhesive 
plaster be placed across the com ers of the mouth 
but it seems this might be a bit uncomfortable, 
since snoring rarely disturbs the sleeper. 
Perhaps the most practical solution in most 
cases is for the one who is disturbed to sleep 
far enough aw’ay from the snorer to lessen the 
noise.

WASHINGTON (.4^—The Western 
democracies, traditionally keeping 
their military commanders under 
civdl control, face a decision which 
m a v someday mean the difference 
between survival and destruction. 
The foreign ministers of the 14 
member nations of the North At­ 
lantic Treaty Organization, meet­ 
ing in Pans riow, encounter these 
tw'o basic questions: 
1. If the Russians attack, witli 
or vrithout atomic weapons, should 
the militarv commanders of NATO 
have the right to order instant^ re­ 
taliation with atomic w'eapons. 
When Russia and the West have 
filled their atomic arsenals, each 
will be a deterrent to the other s 
inclination to begin a war. But 
suppose one side made a .sudden, 
surprise 
atomic 
attack 
of 
proportions. 
It might win if it could knock 
out the other side’s ability to re­ 
taliate. If Russia made such a .suu- 
prise 
attack, 
the 
NATO 
Allies 
w'ouldn’t have much time to make 
up their minds about retaliating, 
if they still could. 
In case of such a Russian attack, 
the NATO commanders would al­ 
most have to have authority to re- 
pav Russia wdth atomic bombing 
without waiting for the civilian 
heads of NATO’s government to 
get together and say “ go ahead.” 
But suppose Russia, anxious to 
escape atomic reprisals but bent 
on aggression, made an attack 
somewhere without using nuclear 
W'eapons. What should the West 
(io—begin an atomic attack on Rus­ 
sia? 
If it did, Russia would certainly 
res|x)nd with an atomic attack of 
its ow'n and the wxirld would b? 
in the atomic war it had dreaded. 
Who then should make the de­ 
cision on using atomic w'eapons 
agaiii.st Riissie if it committed ag ­ 
gression with or w'ithout atomic 
weapons'’ NATO’s military com­ 
manders? Or the civilian heads 


!0f the NATO governm ent? 
Secretarv of Slate Dulles and the 
other 13 ÑATO ministers in Paris 
have to wrestle with that one, 
knowing how far-reaching may be 
the decision they finally w'ork out. 
In Paris, a U.S. spokesman said 
this country takes the position no 
sure-fire sy stem can be set up in 
advance to determine how the big 
decision on use of atomic w'eapons 
can be made. 
It w'ould be the United States 
w'hich had the great atomic arsenal 
for use if Russia did try an attack 
although NATO forces now are 
ready to be equipped with new 
“w'onder w'eapons.”

might, in the American view, wipe 
out any machinery .set up by NATO 
to make the decision on retalia- 
tion. But the West Europeans live 
closer to Russian bombs than the 
United States.

happy ” in a touchy situation and 
they want in on any decision which 
might end in atomic war. 
The British want N.ATO’s mili­ 
tary commanders to consult civil­ 
ian government leaders before us­ 
ing a nuclear weapon.

act in an emergency .

Th e last two of th e n ew traffic 
ordin an ce’s 18 section s do n ot deal 
at all with traffic restriction s. 
Th ev outlin e h ow traffic violation s 
are to be h an dled. Wh ile much of 
th is can be omitted because it is 
merely tech n ical, an d wh ile it h as 
n o actual bearin g on safe drivin g, 
it is n everth eless worth wh ile for 
citizen s to un derstan d h ow such 
violation s are h an dled. Th e public 
sh ould kn ow th e procedure both 
to be able to cooperate better 
with it an d to safeguard th eir own 
righ ts. 
Violations Bureau 
First of all, wh o h an dles viola­ 
tion s? We h ave already explain ed 
in a previous article, th e first in 
th is series, th at th e ordin an ce h as 
set up a traffic division with in th e 
Sedalia police departmen t. 
Th is 
divdsion oversees all traffic man ­ 
agemen t. 
But th e ordin an ce also sets up 
a traffic violation s bureau to h elp 
th e citv police court with th e 
clericafwork of traffic cases. Th is 
bureau at presen t con sists of on e 
man , a civilian employee. 
Th e 
bureau is separate from th e police 
departmen t. 
To speed th e h an dlin g of traffic 
cases, th e ordin an ce specifies th at 
th e police court Judge may n ame 
certain violation s th at ,may be 
taken care of bv simple paymen t 
of a fin e to th e violation s bureau. 
Th e judge is also to set up a 
sch edule of fin es for differen t of­ 
fen ses th at th e bureau can refer 
to in acceptin g paymen ts of fin es. 
Some offenses will be such 
that the v iolator will hav e to 
appear in court, but for others 
he will hav e a choice of either 
pay ing a fine directly to the 
v iolations bureau and w^aiv ing 
a court appearance or deposit­ 
ing bail, entering a plea of not 
guilty and being giv en a court 
trial. 
Th e bureau will keep records 
of all th ese tran saction s, in cludin g 
a record of all violation s of wh ich 
each person h as been guilty dur­ 
in g th e precedin g 12 mon th s. It 
wdll submit mon th ly reports to th e 
judge of violation s, fin es collected 
an d disposition or presen t status 
of every violation . Th ese records 
wdll be public records. 
Penalties, Arrest Procedure 
Un less oth erwise specified, every 
person con victed of a traffic vio­ 
lation un der th e n ew ordin an ce 
will be subject to a fin e of n ot 
more th an $100 or imprison men t 
of n ot more th an 9 0 days, or both . 
Here is w^h at will h appen if a 
driver is stopped by a police of­ 
ficer for a traffic violation —ex-

taken directly before th e court: 
The officer will take th e n ame 
of, an d oth er in formation about, 
th e driver an d issue h im a traffic 
citation con tain in g a n otice to an ­ 
swer th e ch arge with in five days 
after th e alleged violation . Th e 
driver will be asked to give h is 
written promise to do so. (Th is 
does n ot apply to parkin g tickets, 
for wh ich n o sign ed promise is 
n ecessary.) Failure to obey th e 
citation will be con sidered a sepa­ 
rate offen se. 
In the ease of a parking 
ticket. If the driv er fails to 


appear 
before 
the 
w ithin fiv e day s, a letter will 
he sent to the owner of the 
v ehicle 
Inv olv ed, 
informing 
him that if he does not re­ 
spond Hithin those 
a complaint will be filed and 
a warrant of arrest issued. 
Th e ordin an ce states th at it is 
un lawful for an y person t o can cel 
a traffic citation or even to asK 
th at it be can celled. It is a so 
un lawful for an y official to dis­ 
pose of, ch an ge or deface a traffic 
citation or an y copy of it. 
Th e citv clerk will h ave pub­ 
lish ed an ‘an n ual summary of all 
traffic citation s issued by mem­ 
bers of th e police departmen t, in ­ 
cludin g th e disposition of com­ 
plain ts an d th e issuan ce an d dis­ 
position of warran ts of arrest, in 
at least on e local daily n ewspaper 
of gen eral circulation . 
Th e citation s will be made in 
q uadruplicate, on e copy goin g to 
th e traffic division of th e police 
departmen t, an oth er to th e police 
court, th e th ird to th e city clerk 
an d th e fourth , of course, to th e 
offen der h imself. 
Vehicles may be impounded 
by the police in three differ­ 
ent cases: if it is left unat­ 
tended on a bridge, v iaduct or 
causeway or in any tube or 
tunnel w here it obstructs traf­ 
fic; if it is so disabled on the 
highway that it is an obstruc­ 
tion to traffic and if the per­ 
son or persons in charge of it 
are injured so that they can­ 
not take care of its remov al; 
and if it is left unattended on 
a street and is so parked il­ 
legally as to be a definite h ai- 
ard or obstruction to traffic. 
Th e owmer, if kn oum, will be 
n otified immediately in writin g.
